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Sawyer's  Rock  has  long  been  a  landmark  between  the  Towns  of  Bartlett  and 
Hart's  Location  and  at  various  times  in  history,  has  apparently  been  located 
wholly  or  partly  in  one  town  or  the  other.  The  last  switch  of  the  town  line 
puts  at  least  the  portion  we  are  writing  about  in  Bartlett  (we  think). 

Sawyer's  Rock  was  named  by  Benjamin  Sawyer,  who  along  with  his  partner 
Timothy  Nash,  proved  to  Governor  BenningWentworth  that  men  and  hors- 
es could  travel  through  Crawford  Notch.  In  1771,  Nash  lost  his  way  while 
hunting  on  Cherry  Mountain  about  8  miles  west  of  the  notch.  He  climbed  a 
tree  to  get  his  bearings  and  saw  a  narrow  passage  through  the  mountains. 
He  excitedly  made  his  way  to  Portsmouth  to  share  his  discovery  with  the 
governor.  The  governor  was  somewhat  skeptical,  but  agreed  to  reward  him 
with  a  land  grant  if  he  could  bring  a  horse  through  the  pass.  Nash  asked  his 
friend  Sawyer  to  help  and  they  did  succeed,  but  only  by  pushing  and  shov- 
ing a  poor  gentle  mare  that  had  to  be  lowered  by  ropes  over  steep  rock  faces. 
When  the  last  great  cliff  was  conquered,  it  is  said  Ben  Sawyer  broke  his  now 
empty  jug  of  rum  on  the  giant  boulder  and  christened  it  with  his  name. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  Sawyer's  Rock  has  been  reduced  by  blasting  for  road 
improvements.  When  the  first  road  was  built,  the  rock  was  much  closer  to 
the  river  and  the  face  was  blasted  off  to  make  way  for  the  road. 

This  brief  narrative  regarding  Sawyer's  Rock  comes  from  a  compilation  of 
history  books  including  Hart's  Location  in  Crawford  Notch  written  by 
Marion  Varney.  As  true  with  much  historical  data  not  all  accounts  are  exact- 
ly the  same.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  support  of  the  Tri-County  Community 
Action  Program  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  services  of  the  Fuel 
Assistance  Program  for  the  residents  of  Bartlett.  Agreeable  to  a 
petition  signed  by  Ellen  Hayes  and  others.  Selectmen  favor. 

ARTICLE  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $2,200.00  for  the  Early  Support  and  Services 
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Program  (birth  to  3  yrs.)  of  Children  Unlimited,  Inc.  Agreeable  to  a 
petition  signed  by  Kimberly  Perley  and  others.

ITEM  I.  DEFINITIONS  -  FLOOD  INSURANCE  RATE  MAP  (FIRM)  means  inoffi- 
cial map  incorporated  with  this  ordinance  on  which  the  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency  has  delineated  both  the  special  flood  hazard  areas  and  the 
risk  premium  zones  applicable  to  the  Town  of  Bartlett,  NH. 

ITEM  VI.  OTHER  PERMITS  -  The  Building  Inspector  shall  not  grant  a  building 
permit  until  the  applicant  certifies  that  all  necessary  permits  have  been  received 
from  those  governmental  agencies  from  which  approval  is  required  by  Federal 
or  State  law,  including  Section  404  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act 
Amendments  of  1972,  33  U.S.C.  1334.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  appli- 
cant to  certify  these  assurances  to  the  building  inspector. 

ITEM  VII.  WATERCOURSES  -  the  second  to  last  paragraph  should  read:  Along 
watercourses  that  have  a  designated  Regulatory  Floodway  no  encroachments, 
including  fill,  new  construction,  substantial  improvements,  and  other  devel- 
opment are  allowed  within  the  designated  Regulatory  Floodway  unless  it  has 
been  demonstrated  through  hydrologic  and  hydraulic  analyses  performed  in 
accordance  with  standard  engineering  practices  that  the  proposed  encroach- 
ment would  not  result  in  any  increase  in  flood  levels  within  the  community 
during  the  base  flood  discharge,  (the  rest  of  the  section  remains  the  same) 

ITEM  VIII.  SPECIAL  FLOOD  HAZARD  AREAS  -  delete  Section  1-c  as  it  does  not 
pertain  to  the  Town  of  Bartlett.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Things  were  a  bit  more  settled  in  2002  than  in  2001  and  all 
departments  were  settling  back  into  a  working  routine  and 
reports  from  the  department  heads  are  found  elsewhere  in  the 
town  report. 

Properly  values  continue  to  increase  throughout  town  and  a 
comprehensive  effort  was  continued  to  ensure  that  in  accor- 
dance with  State  regulations  all  of  our  property  is  assessed  fair- 
ly, equitably  and  as  close  to  100%  of  fair  market  value  as  possi- 
ble. In  doing  this,  some  property  owners  see  increases  in  their 
values,  some  remain  about  the  same,  and  a  few  may  see 
decreases,  especially  in  their  tax  bills  since  the  rate  dropped 
from  $11.95  to  $11.70  per  thousand  dollars  of  valuation.  By 
spending  relatively  small  sums  of  money  each  year  to  make  the 
necessary  adjustments,  we  are  able  to  avoid  raising  large 
amounts  of  money  to  do  revaluations  as  is  being  done  in  a  num- 
ber of  towns  throughout  the  State.  There  will  be  many  changes 
by  the  State  including  certification  of  all  towns'  assessing  prac- 
tices and  we  hope  to  be  ready  for  these  changes  with  little  or  no 
tax  impact  on  our  property  owners. 

All  of  the  necessary  paperwork  is  in  the  hands  of  the  State's 
E911  office  and  they  are  working  to  complete  the  task  as  best 
they  can.  We  will  then  hold  the  final  meeting  on  the  road  names 
and  be  under  way  for  completion  of  the  process.  Citizens  are 
reminded  to  still  use  the  91 1  system  and  call  91 1  in  the  event  of 
an  emergency. 

As  mentioned  in  prior  years'  reports,  the  Selectmen  have  to 
devise  a  budget  in  January  in  order  to  meet  all  the  hearing,  post- 
ing and  printing  requirements  prior  to  Town  Meeting.  Until 
final  approval  at  Town  Meeting,  the  town  runs  on  unapproved 
funds  that  hopefully  won't  be  changed  too  much  at  Town 
Meeting.  The  Selectmen  have  tried  to  anticipate  the  rest  of  the 
year's  weather,  workload,  emergencies,  and  other  details  and 
try  to  forecast  a  budget  that  won't  be  overspent.  At  the  end  of 
the  third  quarter  in  2002,  it  looked  like  we  would  have  a  pretty 
good  surplus  in  the  2002  budget,  but  an  increase  in  dumping 
fees  where  we  haul  our  trash  and  the  number  of  snow,  ice  and 
freezing  rain  storms  in  November  and  December  used  up  a  lot 
of  that  surplus.  Still,  we  were  able  to  under  spend  our  budget  by 
$32,613.  The  budget  that  we  are  proposing  this  year  shows  an 
increase  of  $27,015  over  last  year's  budget  and  an  increase  of 
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only  $59,628  over  what  was  actually  spent  last  year.  Proposed 
warrant  articles  this  year  total  $252,419  as  opposed  to  last  year's 
total  of  $312,157.  This  coupled  with  the  proposed  budget 
increase  of  $27,015  should  mean  that  the  town's  portion  of  the 
tax  rate  should  remain  stable  or  even  decrease  slightly.  Of 
course,  the  overall  tax  rate  is  made  up  of  the  local  school,  coun- 
ty, and  statewide  school  rates  in  addition  to  the  town's  rate.  We 
are  doing  the  best  we  can  to  control  the  portion  of  the  overall 
rate  over  which  we  exercise  control. 

We  hired  our  new  Police  Chief  Timothy  Connifey  last  year  and 
he  started  full-time  work  with  us  in  January  2002.  After  a  short 
stint  at  the  beginning  of  February  at  the  Salt  Lake  City  Olympics 
working  in  security,  he  returned  to  Bartlett  Police  Department, 
started  bringing  the  department  together  again  and  becoming 
involved  in  the  community. 

We  also  brought  on  board  a  Code  Compliance  Officer.  This 
was  discussed  a  few  years  ago  and  since  we  also  needed  to  find 
a  Deputy  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector,  we  were  lucky  to  find  Julia 
King  to  fill  both  part-time  positions.  She  is  in  training  at  the 
Town  Clerk's  office  and  started  in  June  2002  developing  a  new 
inventory  of  pictures  of  existing  signs  and  reviewing  properties 
for  compliance.  Letters  were  sent  to  the  properties  that  were 
not  in  compliance  and  Julia  has  been  working  with  them  to 
bring  them  into  compliance.  We  want  to  thank  those  property 
owners  who  have  promptly  responded  to  the  notification  letters 
and  brought  their  properties  into  compliance  and  hope  that  the 
others  will  follow  suit.  The  goal  of  the  Code  Compliance  Officer 
is  to  keep  everyone  in  compliance  so  that  everyone  is  on  a  level 
playing  field  and  it  is  fair  to  everyone.  Julia  is  available  to  meet 
with  property  owners  on  site  if  they  have  any  questions  or  plans 
for  changes  in  the  future.  You  can  contact  her  through  the 
Selectmen's  office. 

The  Selectmen  contracted  with  the  firm  of  Mason+Rich  to 
complete  a  town-wide  audit  of  all  departments  and  that  has 
been  ongoing.  Unfortunately,  due  to  a  lot  of  the  necessary 
paperwork  being  in  the  hands  of  the  Attorney  General's  office,  it 
has  been  difficult  to  complete  until  we  get  it  back.  However, 
preliminary  work  has  been  done  and  will  hopefully  be  complet- 
ed this  year.  The  Selectmen  had  already  instituted  some  new 
policies  and  procedures  but  there  will  probably  be  more  rec- 
ommendations when  the  audit  is  done.  When  completed,  the 
final  report  will  be  available  for  any  citizen  to  review. 
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The  new  user  pay  system  for  demolition/construction  mater- 
ial at  the  Transfer  Station  was  implemented  in  June  2002  and  in 
6  months  of  its  use,  $6,810.00  has  been  collected  to  offset  the 
disposal  of  that  material.  Additionally,  two  loads  of  tires  have 
been  removed  from  the  site  and  more  will  be  removed  in  2003. 
The  new  well  has  been  drilled  at  the  site  and  the  facilities  now 
have  a  good  reliable  source  of  water.  Unfortunately,  we  have 
not  been  able  to  work  out  the  details  regarding  a  glass  crush- 
er/baler but  hope  to  do  so  this  year.  We  urge  everyone  to  com- 
ply with  the  recycling  effort  -  it  saves  money! 

Additionally,  the  Selectmen  have  implemented  a  new  build- 
ing permit  fee  system  which  more  accurately  reflects  the  cost  of 
processing  the  various  permits.  The  building  permit  fee  was  a 
uniform  $5.00  regardless  of  what  it  was  for  and  had  been  this 
way  since  1985.  The  new  fee  schedule  is  listed  elsewhere  in  this 
town  report  on  the  Town  of  Bartlett  Information  page. 

We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  so  many  dedicated  town 
employees  working  on  behalf  of  all  the  citizens  of  Bartlett  and  a 
thank  you,  wave,  or  smile  to  recognize  their  dedication  is  always 
appreciated. 

There  are  many  boards,  commissions,  and  offices  within  the 
town  that  are  always  seeking  volunteers,  so  if  you  would  like  to 
make  a  difference  and  support  your  community,  please  get 
involved.

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BARTLETT  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  main  activity  of  the  Bartlett  Conservation  Commission 
(BCC)  in  2002  was  assisting  the  NH  Department  of 
Environmental  Services  in  examining  sites  of  Wetland  permits. 

The  Planning  Board  has  recommended  that  a  Natural 
Resource  Inventory  (NRI)  be  undertaken.  An  NRI  lists  and 
describes  important  naturally  occurring  resources  in  a  locality. 
An  NRI  can  range  from  simple  (just  a  compilation  and  descrip- 
tion of  existing  natural  resource  data)  to  complex  (detailed 
analyses  of  specific  resources).  An  NRI  would  include:  maps, 
data  and  information  sources,  and  a  descriptive  report.  Such  an 
NRI  could  be  used  by  town  officials  for  a  number  of  applica- 
tions, such  as  being  able  to  see  how  current  conditions  change 
over  time  or  helping  to  develop  amendments  to  existing  zoning 
ordinances. 

Some  may  oppose  an  NRI  for  various  reasons:  much  of  the 
data  is  already  available  from  other  sources;  a  survey  of  private 
land  is  an  unwanted  intrusion;  an  NRI  is  more  governmental 
interference. 

This  coming  year,  the  BCC  will  discuss  the  NRI  and  involve 
the  community  in  deciding  if  an  NRI  is  wanted  and  how  com- 
prehensive it  should  be.  It  is  possible  an  outside  agency  might 
actually  write  an  NRI.  For  example,  in  Conway,  the  Audubon 
Society  of  NH  did  their  NRI. 

We  will  keep  Bartlett  citizens  informed  about  NRI  activities 
and  ask  for  their  comments.

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2002  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  year  2002  was  a  busy  one  for  the  Planning  Board.  A  major 
amount  of  our  effort  was  taken  up  with  the  comprehensive 
update  of  the  Town  Master  Plan.  Unfortunately,  we  did  not 
meet  our  goal  of  having  the  update  completed  during  the  first 
half  of  the  year.  The  Board  does  feel,  however,  that  the  time  and 
effort  put  into  this  project  was  well  worth  it.  The  Board  foresees 
that  this  document  will  be  reviewed  on  an  annual  basis  with 
appropriate  changes  made  to  keep  it  as  current  as  possible.  The 
Board  would  specifically  like  to  thank  David  Publicover.  His 
writing  skills  allowed  us  to  put  our  ideas  into  a  cohesive,  read- 
able format.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  George  Howard  for  his 
efforts  during  this  project  and  for  his  comprehensive  evaluation 
of  the  final  document. 

While  the  number  of  subdivisions  remained  fairly  static,  the 
complexity  of  the  projects  coming  before  the  Board  seems  to  be 
increasing,  compared  to  what  we  have  seen  during  the  past 
decade.  This  situation  may  require  the  Board  to  seek  more  out- 
side professional  help  in  evaluating  future  projects.  The  Board 
is  looking  toward  a  full  evaluation  of  both  the  Town  Subdivision 
Regulations  and  ongoing  review  and  updating  of  the  Zoning 
Ordinance.  We  would  encourage  the  participation  of  as  many 
citizens  as  possible  to  get  these  tasks  completed. 

The  continued  heavy  workload  makes  keeping  a  full  active 
board  a  challenge.  We  would  like  to  thank  Patsy  Rogerson, 
Frank  Suprenard,  and  Jim  Langdon  for  their  years  of  dedicated 
service  and  commitment. 

With  the  potential  completion  of  the  Conway  Bypass  in  the 
foreseeable  future,  commercial  and  further  residential  develop- 
ment could  increase  dramatically.  How  this  development  is 
shaped  will  require  the  involvement  of  everyone.  Your  com- 
ments and  concerns  are  always  appreciated.

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BARTLETT  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
REPORT  2002 

The  2002  library  circulation  of  books,  periodicals  and  audio- 
visual materials  was  16, 190.  Eleven  hundred  fifty-four  books  and 
materials  were  added  to  the  collection.  Six  hundred  sixty-two 
titles  were  added  to  the  collection  by  Bartlett  Public  Library  and 
four  hundred  ninety-two  by  Josiah  Bartlett  School.  The  above 
numbers  include  295  gift  books  and  materials.  Three  hundred 
forty  BELIEVE  In  Books  Bags  for  K-grade  2,  and  fifty-four  Believe 
in  Books  bags  for  grades  3-6  also  were  checked  out  in  2002. ..a 
total  of  3,670  books  were  circulated  through  this  program. 

The  librarian  attended  three  Carroll  County  Library 
Cooperative  meetings,  serving  as  the  vice- chairperson  in  charge 
of  programming,  one  Five  Rivers  Meeting,  two  workshops  on 
genealogy  and  a  workshop  on  the  new  NHU-PAC  system. 

The  library  hosted  a  NH  Humanities  program,  "New 
Hampshire  on  Skis;  a  program  by  a  fiber  artist,  Rachel  Lehr  who 
spoke  on  the  many  aspects  of  life  in  Afghanistan,  and  three 
workshops  on  gardening:  Container  Gardening  by  Tammy 
Webster,  Spring — Refurbishing  Your  Garden,  by  Michelle 
Clifford,  and  Circular  Gardening:  Plants  that  Like  Each  Other's 
Company,  by  David  Shedd. 

Our  summer  reading  program,  "Lions  and  Tigers  and  Books, 
Oh  My,"  was  enjoyed  by  many  readers  who  kept  track  of  their 
reading  on  the  bulletin  board  at  the  library.  Douglas  Coughlin, 
a  Kids,  Books  and  the  Arts  performer,  presented  a  puppet  and 
magic  show  to  kick  off  this  program.  Story  hours  at  Will's 
Memorial  Park  were  held  on  Tuesday  mornings  with  volunteer 
readers.  The  library  would  like  to  thank  the  many  volunteers 
who  made  our  summer  programs  a  success. 

The  Library  Book  Club  has  met  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each 
month  with  lively  discussions  on  the  books  selected.  These 
meetings  are  held  at  7:00  PM.  We  welcome  new  participants. 

Memorial  books  were  purchased  in  memory  of  Mary  Ward. 
Nineteen  hundred  dollars  was  added  to  the  Garland  Book  Fund 
in  memory  of  Clifton  Garland,  Ir.  The  library  also  received  a  gift 
of  $200.00  and  stock  valued  at  $2,428.00  by  Tom  Wing. 

The  New  Hampshire  State  Library  is  now  providing 
"EBSCOhost",  which  provides  information  through  many  data- 
bases; and  AncestryPlus,  a  program  which  allows  one  to  search 
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for  their  ancestors  through  databases.  A  new  computer  program, 
Resume  Maker,  was  purchased  using  the  Howard  Nichols  Fund. 
The  library  purchased  a  new  Dictionary  of  American  History 
to  replace  our  very  outdated  set.  This  ten  volume  set,  published 
this  December,  is  very  current  in  American  history. 

Our  library  is  now  using  the  new  NHU-PAC  for  interlibrary 
loans,  cataloging  into  the  statewide  system  and  for  cataloging 
our  library  materials.  This  is  an  entirely  new  system,  which 
should  serve  to  improve  interlibrary  service  between  the  200+ 
libraries  in  New  Hampshire. 

Our  library  applied  for  and  received  the  Bill  and  Melinda  Gates 
Foundation's  US  Library  Program's  grant  to  provide  a  computer 
and  printer  as  well  as  training  for  the  librarian  and  assistant.  This 
equipment  will  be  purchased  and  in  the  library  sometime  in  the 
near  future.  This  computer  will  have  many  programs  available. 

A  problem  our  library  is  now  facing  is  lack  of  shelving.  We 
have  included  a  line  in  the  budget  to  purchase  additional  shelv- 
ing. This  will  help  to  alleviate  the  problem  in  the  fiction  section. 

We  have  changed  the  library  hours  on  Mondays  and 
Wednesdays,  keeping  the  library  open  from  two  until  eight, 
rather  than  closing  at  five  and  opening  at  seven.  This  will  pro- 
vide hours  open  that  are  more  convenient  for  our  patrons. 

In  closing,  I'd  like  to  thank  the  many  people  who  gave  memo- 
rial gifts  in  memory  of  Clifton  Garland,  Jr.,  and  those  who  have 
volunteered  with  our  library  programs. 

The  new  library  hours  are  listed  below.  The  school  library  also 
continues  to  welcome  public  library  patrons  whenever  the 
school  is  open.  Do  remember  the  Bartlett  Public  Library  is 
YOUR  library  and  is  here  to  serve  you.

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THE  BARTLETT  HISTORY  FUND 

The  Bartlett  History  Fund  was  established  by  the  Bartlett 
Library  Trustees  following  the  Town's  bicentennial  in  1990.  The 
purpose  of  the  History  Fund  is  to  further  the  recording  of  the 
history  of  Bartlett  and  its  vicinity.  Profits  from  the  sale  of  the 
local  history,  Bartlett,  New  Hampshire;  In  the  Valley  of  the  Saco, 
and  the  sale  of  bicentennial  memorabilia  were  set  aside  to 
establish  the  Bartlett  History  Fund. 

The  following  guidelines  for  the  Bartlett  History  Fund  have 
been  established: 

•  All  monies  received  from  future  sales  of  the  Bartlett  History 
books,  bicentennial  memorabilia,  and  any  other  project 
undertaken  by  the  Trustees  for  the  History  Fund  will  go  into 
the  History  Fund. 

•  This  money  is  put  into  a  separate  account  under  the  name 
"Bartlett  History  Fund." 

•  This  fund  may  not  be  used  for  the  Library  budget.  The 
Library  may,  however,  use  this  fund  to  purchase  books  and 
material  relating  to  the  history  of  the  town.  This  material 
will  then  become  a  part  of  the  Bartlett  History  Collection 
which  is  being  maintained  in  a  special  fireproof  file  cabinet. 

•  The  money  in  the  History  Fund  may  be  expended  for  histor- 
ical projects,  pictures,  postcards,  and  other  types  of  histori- 
cal materials. 

•  The  Bartlett  Library  Trustees  must  approve  the  above 
expenditures.  Donations  of  materials  and  monetary  gifts 
may  be  made  to  the  Fund. 

Cash  on  hand  as  of  December  31,  2002  is  $15,724.44. 

The  Library  has  copies  of  its  two  histories:  Bartlett,  New 
Hampshire;  In  the  Valley  of  the  Saco,  and  The  Latchstring  was 
Always  Out:  a  History  of  Lodging  Hospitality  and  Tourism  in 
Bartlett,  New  Hampshire,  by  Aileen  Carroll,  for  sale.  These 
books  are  also  for  sale  in  the  local  bookstores.

ANNUAL  REPORT  2002 

The  Bartlett  Police  Department  experienced  growth  and  change  in 
the  year  2002.  The  community  support  has  been  tremendous.  In 
September  2002,  Officer  Cheryl  Torosian  accepted  a  full-time  patrol- 
man's position  with  the  Town.  She  is  now  completing  Police  Academy 
training  in  Concord,  NH.  We  wish  Officer  Torosian  the  best  of  luck  at 
the  Academy. 

Officers  Terrence  Spittler  and  Karl  Meyers  continue  to  do  an  outstand- 
ing job  and  have  recenuy  completed  training  classes  at  NH  Police 
Standards  and  Training.  Officer  Spitder  is  the  Department's  new  firearms 
instructor  and  Officer  Meyers  is  our  new  intoxilizer,  breath  test  operator 
for  DWI  detection.  With  both  of  these  officers'  training,  the  Bartlett  Police 
no  longer  have  to  rely  on  outside  agencies  when  the  need  arises. 

Two  new  additions  to  the  force  have  been  Officers  Garry  Sherry  and 
David  DiMatteo.  Both  were  hired  on  a  part-time  basis  and  are  going 
through  field  training.  The  two  officers  are  a  great  fit  with  the  team 
already  in  place  and  will  be  a  great  asset  to  the  community  as  well. 
Thanks  also  go  to  Officers  Ted  Colby  and  Gary  Goodspeed  of  the 
Jackson  and  Portsmouth  Police  Departments.  They  have  filled  the  gap 
during  our  time  of  transition. 

Brenda  Medeiros,  our  Executive  Secretary,  continues  to  coordinate 
and  manage  the  Police  Officers,  Attorneys,  Community  Members  and 
others  who  do  business  with  the  Bartlett  Police  Department  on  a  daily 
basis.

The  Police  Department  has  also  tried  to  be  more  visible  in  the  com- 
munity through  Project  Alert  field  trips,  the  ESSC  ski  program  and 
directed  patrols  targeting  specific  areas  needing  a  police  presence.

2002  was  the  busiest  year  ever  in  the  21  years  that  the  ambu- 
lance service  has  been  in  operation.  There  were  a  total  of  401  calls 
for  service  during  the  year.  Bartlett  had  305  calls,  Jackson  had  80 
and  Hart's  Location  14. 

Several  motor  vehicle  accidents  had  multiple  patients  and 
required  mutual  aide  from  the  Bartlett,  Glen,  Jackson  and  North 
Conway  Fire  Departments  and  North  Conway  Ambulance.  We 
are  truly  appreciative  for  the  assistance  that  they  and  the  Bartlett 
and  Jackson  Police  Departments  give  us. 

The  calls  broken  down  by  category  are  as  follows: 
Motor  vehicle  accident  patients:  92 

Medical  patients:  135 

Trauma  patients:  143 

Fire  standby:  15 

Ski  accidents:  (some  included  in  trauma)        59 

The  leading  reason  for  medical  calls  was  Cardiac  with 
Respiratory  calls  a  close  second. 

The  new  ambulance  arrived  in  September  and  is  a  striking 
green,  white  and  gold  in  color.  If  the  valley  continues  to  grow  at 
its  present  rate,  we  expect  that  within  the  next  5  years  it  may  be 
necessary  to  have  two  ambulances  to  provide  coverage  for  the 
towns.  We  also  anticipate  that  we  will  have  to  significantly 
increase  the  payroll  to  attract  and  retain  members.  We  have 
been  able  to  self  fund  the  operating  costs  for  many  years  as  well 
as  make  a  substantial  contribution  to  the  cost  of  the  new  trucks. 
We  expect  that  the  towns  will  be  asked  to  contribute  towards 
the  increased  costs  for  coverage,  possibly  as  soon  as  next  year. 

We  have  a  very  dedicated  crew  of  people  on  staff  but  every 
year  it  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  find  people  able  to  vol- 
unteer time  to  their  communities  in  the  field  of  EMS. 
Businesses  are  not  as  inclined  to  allow  their  help  to  run  off  to 
emergencies  as  they  were  in  the  past  and  many  people  have  to 
work  two  jobs  to  survive  in  the  valley  so  they  don't  have  time  to 
dedicate.  Although  our  members  are  paid  for  calls  and  for  week- 
end time  spent  standing  by  at  the  station,  many  hours  are  gratis. 
It  takes  336  hours  a  week  to  provide  24  hour  a  day  coverage 
staffing  with  2  EMTS  per  shift.  That  amounts  to  17,472  hours  of 
mostly  volunteered  time  a  year! 
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In  order  to  recruit  new  members,  local  instructors  will  be  run- 
ning a  First  Responder  Course  in  the  near  future  and  we 
encourage  anyone  interested  in  joining  the  service  to  contact  us 
for  details.  The  course  is  40  hours  long  and  will  be  run  on  nights 
and  weekends.  It  will  be  open  to  residents  of  Bartlett  and 
Jackson  over  18  who  are  interested  in  being  a  fire  fighter,  EMS 
volunteer,  or  entering  police  work.  It  is  not  as  time  consuming 
as  an  EMT  course  but  it  is  definitely  a  good  foundation  for  any- 
one interested  in  public  service. 

A  grant  for  automatic  defibrillators  to  be  placed  in  police 
cruisers  is  being  researched.  It  is  anticipated  that  we  will  be  able 
to  receive  them  free  of  charge.  These  units  will  be  very  benefi- 
cial in  getting  immediate  treatment  to  people  in  Cardiac  Arrest. 

Thanks  to  our  community  members,  the  Town  and  State 
Road  crews,  the  Selectmen,  the  Police  and  Fire  Department  for 
their  support  and  assistance  during  the  year.

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BARTLETT  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
REPORT  2002 

This  past  year  the  department  responded  to  222  calls  for  ser- 
vices. This  is  a  large  amount  of  calls  for  a  small  town  depart- 
ment, and  our  calls  increase  each  year.  In  1996  we  had  161  calls, 
this  year  222  calls;  a  substantial  increase  over  5  years. 

This  year  we  had  3  members  graduate  from  fire  fighter  two  in 
Berlin.  This  is  an  advance  course  that  broadens  their  skills  in 
fire  fighting. 

They  went  to  classes  two  nights  a  week  for  4  hours  each  night 
and  several  all  day  training  on  Saturdays  for  three  months.  Also 
as  of  this  writing  we  have  one  member  taking  fire  fighter  one. 
These  members  show  a  big  dedication  to  the  department. 

It's  training  and  dedication  like  this  that  makes  a  department 
run  smoothly  and  proficiently. 

This  year  the  department  received  a  thermal  imaging  camera 
from  a  donor  that  wishes  to  remain  anonymous. 

This  camera  allows  us  to  find  victims  in  dark,  smoke  filled 
rooms;  it  also  finds  hidden  fires  that  we  cannot  see  smoldering. 

We  have  used  it  several  times  to  find  several  fires.  I  am  in 
hopes  that  we  never  have  to  use  it  to  find  a  victim. 

Anyone  wishing  to  see  a  demonstration  on  how  this  camera 
works,  please  stop  in  at  the  Glen  station. 

As  always,  a  big  thank  you  to  the  Selectmen,  the  staff  at  the 
town  office,  the  Police  Department,  Bartlett/Iackson 
Ambulance,  and  all  the  mutual  aid  departments  that  assisted  us 
in  2002.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  and 
coordinate  to  reduce  the  risk  of  wildland  fires  in  New 
Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire 
Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required 
before  doing  ALL  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are  mandatory 
for  all  outside  burning  unless  the  ground  where  the  burning  is 
to  be  done  (and  surrounding  areas)  is  completely  covered  with 
snow.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the 
other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misde- 
meanors punishable  by  fines  up  to  $2,000  and/ or  a  year  in  jail, 
plus  suppression  cost. 

A  new  law  effective  January  1,  2003  prohibits  residential  trash 
burning  (RSA  125-N).  Contact  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Environmental  Services  at  (800)  498-6868  or  www.des.state.nh.us 
for  more  information.

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BARTLETT  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

It  has  been  my  great  pleasure  to  serve  a  third  year  as  Director 
of  the  Bartlett  Recreation  Department.  The  Department 
entered  2002  with  many  goals  in  mind,  including:  the  improve- 
ment of  current  sites  and  facilities,  the  quality  and  scope  of  cur- 
rent programs,  beginning  to  address  the  needs  of  teens,  seniors, 
and  adults,  and  improving  communication  with  the  communi- 
ty. While  looking  back  on  the  work  we  did  in  2002,  it  is  apparent 
that  we  have  enjoyed  many  successes  on  the  way  towards 
achieving  these  goals. 

For  the  Bartlett  Recreation  Department,  2002  was  a  year  that 
saw  us  forming  valuable  partnerships  with  other  community 
organizations  and  local  businesses  in  order  to  help  us  work 
towards  our  goals.  The  Department  can  offer  its  thanks  and 
continued  support  to  LA  Drew,  Inc.,  the  Town  of  lackson,  North 
Country  Americorps,  Conway  Rec,  North  Conway  Community 
Center,  International  Mountain  Equipment,  Appalachian 
Mountain  Club,  the  Bartlett  VFW,  and  the  Gibson  Center.  All  of 
these  organizations  provided  valuable  services  that  assisted  us 
in  making  improvements  to  existing  facilities  and  programs  as 
well  as  creating  new  programs. 

In  2002  the  Bartlett  Recreation  Department  made  improve- 
ments to  existing  facilities  and  programs  by  overseeing  a  reno- 
vation to  the  infield  surface  at  Precinct  Field  and  expanding 
Youth  Sports  programs  to  offer  even  more  teams  for  a  record 
breaking  number  of  partipants.  We  also  partnered  with  the 
Bartlett  VFW  to  offer  a  safe  place  for  local  teens  to  gather,  and 
with  the  AMC  to  offer  more  activities  for  the  Outing  Club.  Other 
existing  programs  that  were  improved  include  our  Adult 
Education  program,  which  has  now  been  expanded  to  offer 
three  sessions  per  year  in  the  Fall,  Winter  and  Spring  and  our 
Scholarship  Fund,  which  provided  over  $4,000.00  worth  of 
scholarships  to  children  in  need  for  After  School  Enrichment 
programs  and  Summer  Camp  tuition. 

The  Department  also  took  two  major  steps  in  2002  that  have 
already  had  an  enormous  impact  on  our  growth  as  an  organiza- 
tion and  our  ability  to  service  the  community.  In  March  of  2002 
the  Town  of  Bartlett  approved  a  $4,000.00  warrant  article  to 
fund  a  full-time  employee  provided  by  North  Country 
Americorps.  In  September  2002  the  Department  hired 
Katherine  Hammond,  a  2001  graduate  of  Bates  College,  as  our 
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Americorps  member.  The  addition  of  another  employee  allows 
the  Department  to  service  our  ever-expanding  number  of  par- 
ticipants in  our  programs,  as  well  as  add  new  programs  to  ser- 
vice new  areas  of  the  community.  Also  in  March  of  2002,  the 
Town  of  Jackson  approved  a  warrant  article  to  contribute  fund- 
ing to  the  budget  of  the  Department.  This  amount  of  funding  is 
derived  from  a  percentage  of  participants  in  our  programs  who 
are  Jackson  residents.  The  support  of  both  the  Bartlett  and 
Jackson  communities  is  incredibly  valuable  to  the  growth  of  our 
programs  and  services. 

Also  new  in  2002  was  the  Department's  website: 
www.bartlettrec.com.  This  website  allows  the  public  up-to- 
date  information  about  what's  happening  at  Bartlett  Rec.  with 
news,  schedules,  and  more.  It  also  allows  its  users  to  be  able  to 
sign  up  for  many  activities  online,  and  keep  their  own  personal 
schedule  of  events.  The  Bartlett  Recreation  Department  also 
added  new  programs  for  children,  including  the  Martial  Arts 
Club,  the  Climbing  Club,  and  a  Tennis  Team.  And  finally,  new 
sports  programs  for  adults  were  also  added  this  year,  including 
the  Adult  Kickball  League,  Adult  Floor  Hockey  League,  and 
Indoor  Soccer  in  addition  to  Adult  Basketball  nights. 

As  we  look  to  2003  and  the  future  we  know  that  we  can  still 
make  improvements,  and  we  can  still  add  programs  and  ser- 
vices to  new  areas  of  the  community.  In  2003  the  Bartlett 
Recreation  Department  will  unveil  new  Teen  and  Family  trips 
to  fun  places  and  sporting  events  and  expand  our  services  in  the 
summer  and  on  school  vacation  weeks.  Youth  Sports  programs 
will  also  be  improved  by  realigning  our  teams  and  expanding 
services  to  offer  sports  to  more  age  groups  of  children.  There 
will  be  many  more  challenges  for  the  Department  in  2003,  and 
with  the  continued  support  of  our  partners  and  our  communi- 
ties, we  can  hope  to  have  as  much  success  in  2003  as  we  did  in 
2002.  Thank  you  for  a  wonderful  year.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

This  past  year,  we  worked  on  all  roads  as  scheduled  plus  we 
did  some  ditching  and  shimming  of  other  roads  scheduled  for  2003 
including  South  Ledge  Road. 

Substantial  ditching,  shimming  and  sealing  was  done  to  the  fol- 
lowing roads:  Stanton  Farm  Road,  Cobb  Farm  Road  to  the  railroad 
tracks  at  second  iron,  Mt.  Stanton  Road  in  the  Glenwood  develop- 
ment, Middle  Ledge  Road,  parts  of  Ellis  Ridge,  Mt.  Surprise  Road, 
Kearsarge  Estates  Road,  and  Intervale  Lane. 

We  went  out  with  a  contract  for  the  reclaiming  of  2,400  feet  of 
Thorn  Hill  Road  from  Willie  Harris'  to  the  Jackson  town  line.  In 
Linderhof,  we  spent  approximately  $15,000  for  the  shimming 
material  we  used  there. 

In  the  summer  of  2003,  we  plan  to  ditch,  shim,  etc.  Glenwood 
Ave.,  Popple  Hill  Road,  Linderhof  area,  Mt.  Pickering  Road,  Dundee 
Road,  and  hopefully  Timberline  Road.  An  expenditure  of  at  least 
$50,000  will  be  necessary  to  finish  the  remaining  2,400  feet  of 
Thorn  Hill  Road. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and,  more  importantly,  the 
residents  of  the  Town  of  Bartlett  for  appropriating  the  money  for 
our  equipment  and  our  roads.

TOWN  OF  BARTLETT,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

Moderator  Robert  Clark  opened  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  by 
swearing  in  the  election  officials  and  Moderator  Pro  Tern 
Norman  Head,  because  Clark  could  not  moderate  due  to  being 
in  a  contested  race  on  the  ballot.  Moderator  Pro  Tern  Head 
opened  the  polls  at  the  Bartlett  Town  Hall  on  Tuesday,  March 
12,  2002  at  8:00AM  by  reading  the  following: 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bartlett,  New  Hampshire  in 
the  County  of  Carroll  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  the  Town 
affairs:  You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Bartlett  on  Tuesday,  March  12,  2002  at  eight  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  hereinafter  set 
forth.  The  voting  on  Article  1  -  8  will  be  by  official  ballot  at  the 
Town  Hall  and  the  polls  shall  open  for  balloting  at  eight  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon  and  shall  not  close  before  seven  o'clock  in  the 
evening.  The  following  articles  (Articles  9  -  30)  in  the  warrant 
will  be  acted  upon  on  Thursday,  March  14,  2002  at  six  thirty 
o'clock  in  the  evening  at  the  Josiah  Bartlett  Elementary  School 
in  Bartlett  Village.  We  hereby  certify  that  we  posted  a  like  copy 
of  said  Town  Warrant  and  Budget  on  February  25,  2002  at  the 
Post  Offices  in  Glen  and  Bartlett,  at  the  Town  Hall  and  Josiah 
Bartlett  Elementary  School  (being  said  places  of  meeting),  and 
all  being  public  places  within  the  said  Town  of  Bartlett,  New 
Hampshire.  Signed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen:  Gene  G. 
Chandler,  Douglas  A.  Garland,  and  David  A.  Shedd. 

Head  went  on  to  read  the  following  articles:

Meeting  was  adjourned  until  Thursday,  March  14,  2002  at 
6:30PM  at  the  Bartlett  School. 

Moderator  Robert  Clark  then  took  over  as  moderator  for  the 
deliberative  portion  of  Town  Meeting  held  on  Thursday,  March 
14,  2002  at  6:30PM  at  the  Bartlett  School.  Clark  asked  new  Police 
Chief  Connifey  to  lead  us  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance.  Chief 
Connifey  enlisted  the  assistance  of  two  students  to  help  in  lead- 
ing the  Pledge.  Clark  then  repeated  the  results  from  Tuesday's 
voting  listed  above.  He  then  proceeded  with  the  rest  of  the  war- 
rant as  follows: 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the 
ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same.  Selectmen 
favor.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  article  as 
read.  Selectman  Gene  Chandler  spoke  to  the  article  asking  for  a 
budget  of  $1,356,500,  explaining  that  it  represented  approxi- 
mately a  4%  increase  over  last  year,  mostly  due  to  increases  in 
the  two  areas  of  health  insurance  and  transfer  station.  Chandler 
reviewed  each  line  of  the  budget.  No  discussion.  Vote  was  taken 
on  the  article  =  PASSED  ($1,356,500). 
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Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $90,000.00  for  town  road  improvements. 
Selectmen  favor.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the 
article  as  read.  Selectman  Chandler  spoke  to  the  article.  No  dis- 
cussion. Vote  was  taken  on  the  article  =  PASSED  ($90,000). 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $38,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  1  Ton  truck 
with  body  and  plow  for  the  highway  department.  Selectmen 
favor.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  article  as 
read.  Selectman  Chandler  spoke  to  the  article  and  stating  we 
would  be  replacing  and  trading  in  the  1994  1  Ton  truck.  No  dis- 
cussion. Vote  was  taken  on  the  article  =  PASSED  ($38,000). 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $14,000.00  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a 
new  mower  attachment  to  fit  the  Town's  tractor  for  use  in  road- 
side mowing.  Selectmen  favor.  Motion  was  made  and  second- 
ed to  accept  the  article  as  read.  Selectman  Chandler  spoke  to 
the  article.  No  discussion.  Vote  was  taken  on  the  article  = 
PASSED  ($14,000). 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $7,000.00  for  Bartlett's  share  of  a  new  well  at  the 
Transfer  Station.  Selectmen  favor.  Motion  was  made  and  sec- 
onded to  accept  the  article  as  read.  Selectman  David  Shedd 
spoke  to  the  article  and  explained  that  Jackson  will  be  paying  for 
half  of  this.  No  discussion.  Vote  was  taken  on  the  article  = 
PASSED  ($7,000). 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $7,200.00  for  Bartlett's  share  of  the  purchase  of  a 
used  backhoe  for  the  Transfer  Station;  said  backhoe  purchased 
from  the  Town  of  Jackson.  Selectmen  favor.  Motion  was  made 
and  seconded  to  accept  the  article  as  read.  Selectman  Shedd 
spoke  to  the  article,  stating  that  we  already  have  purchased  this 
because  the  one  we  had  at  the  Transfer  Station  wasn't  working, 
Jackson  bought  a  new  one  for  their  highway  dept  and  offered  to 
sell  us  their  old  one.  They  wanted  to  lease  it  to  us  for  $800  a 
month  until  we  got  it  approved  but  weren't  going  to  credit  us 
with  payments  made.  No  further  discussion.  Vote  was  taken  on 
the  article  =  PASSED  ($7,200). 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $20,000.00  for  an  audit  of  the  Town's  accounts 
and  procedures.  Selectmen  favor.  Motion  was  made  and  sec- 
onded to  accept  the  article  as  read.  Selectman  Chandler  spoke 
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to  the  article  and  stated  that  it  can  be  done  in  one  year  but  any 
future  ones  would  require  raising  more  money.  No  discussion. 
Vote  was  taken  on  the  article  =  PASSED  ($20,000). 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $3,200.00  for  updated  computer  software  for  the 
Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  Office.  Selectmen  favor.  Motion  was 
made  and  seconded  on  the  article  as  read.  No  one  spoke  and  no 
discussion.  Vote  was  taken  on  the  article  =  PASSED  ($3,200). 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $7,000.00  for  Bartlett's  50%  share  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  new  ambulance  for  the  Bartlett  Jackson  Ambulance 
Service.  Selectmen  favor.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
accept  the  article  as  read.  Selectman  Chandler  spoke  to  the  arti- 
cle explaining  that  the  ambulance  personnel  came  to  the 
Selectmen  to  explain  the  situation  to  let  them  decide  what  to 
do.  Ambulance  Co-Director  Rick  Murnik  explained  that  the 
paint  on  the  ambulance  has  been  found  to  be  defective  and  has 
been  recalled.  The  company  offered  this  option  of  getting  a  new 
one,  the  amount  of  trade-in  being  offered,  problems  if  we  just 
have  it  repainted  and  the  need  to  have  a  borrowed  one  until  we 
get  the  new  one.  It  just  makes  good  financial  sense  to  do  this 
now  even  though  the  current  ambulance  isn't  that  old. 
Chandler  explained  that  Jackson  didn't  have  enough  time  to  get 
this  on  their  warrant  this  year  due  to  the  timing  of  their  decision 
but  we  may  not  need  any  funds  from  either  town  if  the  revenues 
keep  coming  in  like  they  have.  If  they  need  town  funds,  then  we 
will  get  Jackson's  payment  after  January  1,  2003.  No  further  dis- 
cussion. Vote  was  taken  on  the  article  =  PASSED  ($7,000). 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $30,000.00  for  salary  and  benefits  for  the 
Recreation  Director  and  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  for  an  office  assis- 
tant. Garland  and  Shedd  favor/ Chandler  favors  $30,000  for 
Director  but  not  the  $4,000  office  assistant  position.  Motion  was 
made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  article  as  read.  Selectman 
Garland  spoke  to  the  article  explaining  that  he  hopes  the  direc- 
tor's salary  and  benefits  will  become  part  of  the  budget  next 
year  like  all  other  town  employees  and  not  a  warrant  article.  He 
also  explained  that  the  office  assistant  will  be  done  through 
Americorps  and  is  a  good  deal  in  that  we  don't  have  to  pay  any 
insurance  or  benefits  and  how  successful  the  rec.  programs 
have  become.  No  discussion.  Vote  was  taken  on  the  article  = 
PASSED  ($34,000). 
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Moderator  Clark  stated  that  he  had  not  been  reading  the 
Selectmen's  position  on  the  articles  and  then  asked  whether  the 
voters  wanted  him  to  read  them.  Voters  indicated  they  did  not 
want  him  to  read  them,  that  they  could  read  them  themselves. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $500.00  and  grant  to  the  Eastern  Slope  Airport 
authority  for  its  use  in  operating  the  Eastern  Slope  Regional 
Airport  in  2002.  Chandler  and  Garland  favor/Shedd  opposes. 
Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  article  as  read. 
Selectman  Shedd  spoke  to  the  article  first  explaining  that  he  has 
spoken  with  the  Town's  representative  to  the  ESA,  that  he 
understands  the  value  of  the  airport  now,  and  would  like  to 
withdraw  is  opposition  to  the  article.  George  Howard,  the 
Town's  representative  to  the  ESA,  spoke  to  the  article  explaining 
the  benefits  of  the  airport.  No  discussion.  Vote  was  taken  on  the 
article  =  PASSED  ($500). 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $6,400.00  for  Valley  Vision  television.  Valley 
Vision  is  a  non-profit  organization  and  an  educational,  govern- 
mental cable  television  station.  Chandler  favors  $3,000/Garland 
and  Shedd  favor.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the 
article  as  read.  Dick  Glines,  the  Town's  representative  to  the 
Valley  Vision  Board  of  Directors,  spoke  to  the  article  and  stated 
that  Bob  "Homer"  Holmes,  who  did  a  lot  of  the  videotaping  for 
the  town,  had  resigned  earlier  in  the  week  and  thanked  him  for 
his  service.  Motion  was  made  by  Dick  Glines,  and  it  was  sec- 
onded, to  amend  the  article  to  $8,700.00.  Glines  spoke  to  the 
amendment  explaining  that  when  he  spoke  to  Selectman 
Garland  about  putting  this  article  on  the  warrant  he  said  to 
make  it  the  same  as  last  year's,  forgetting  that  we  amended  it 
last  year  from  $8,700  to  $6,400.  The  amount  they  need  is  $8,700. 
Norman  Head  asked  the  Selectmen  to  give  their  various  posi- 
tions on  the  article.  Selectman  Chandler  stated  he  weighs  the 
benefits  versus  the  costs  of  an  article  and  he  felt  that  $3,000  was 
a  reasonable  amount.  Selectman  Garland  stated  that  he  misun- 
derstood what  Glines  had  told  him  on  the  amount  and  it  was  a 
mistake,  however,  he  does  not  have  cable  TV  so  he  doesn't  pay 
the  franchise  fee  and  it  is  up  to  the  voters  to  decide  if  this  is 
worth  it  to  them.  Selectman  Shedd  stated  he  knows  people 
enjoy  watching  the  Selectmen's  meetings  and  you  have  to 
decide  how  much  the  viewing  is  worth  to  you,  but  he  supports 
the  $6,400  amount.  Glines  reviewed  the  shows  and  program- 
ming done  for  Bartlett  in  the  last  year.  Roland  DuBois  stated 
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that  this  only  benefits  those  with  cable  TV  and  why  not  pay  for 
it  out  of  the  franchise  fees.  Frank  Graham  stated  he  opposed 
this  article  and  it  was  an  awful  lot  of  money.  Gail  Paine  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  article  stating  she  appreciates  being  able  to  watch 
meetings  she  has  been  unable  to  attend.  Lydia  Lansing  spoke  in 
favor  of  it,  feeling  it  was  vital  to  the  community  and  that  con- 
trary to  what  Mr.  Chandler  might  think  and  with  4000  other 
channels  to  watch,  she  finds  the  Selectmen's  meetings  "rivet- 
ing". Frank  Moffatt  thanked  the  people  for  voting  for  him  for 
the  School  Board,  that  he  is  the  School  Board  liaison  to  the 
Selectmen,  and  then  stated  he  favors  the  article  even  though  he 
hasn't  had  a  TV  for  over  three  years,  that  it  serves  a  benefit  to 
the  community.  Vote  was  taken  on  the  amendment  to  $8,700  = 
FAILED  (two  voice  votes  and  a  hand  count  were  taken  in  order 
to  determine  this).  Discussion  continued  on  the  article  in  the 
amount  of  $6,400.  Robert  Cain  asked  why  aren't  we  paying  for 
this  with  the  franchise  fee.  Chandler  explained  that  it  is  already, 
in  a  sense,  because  the  franchise  fee  shows  as  a  revenue  which 
offsets  any  expenses  voted  on  in  the  budget  and  warrant.  Bob 
"Homer"  Holmes  spoke  giving  an  explanation  of  the  derivation 
of  the  franchise  fee.  No  further  discussion.  Vote  was  taken  on 
the  article  =  PASSED  ($6,400). 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $300.00  for  the  Mt.  Washington  Valley  Soccer  Club. 
Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by  Joseph  L.  Berry  and  others. 
Selectmen  oppose.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept 
the  article  as  read.  Frank  Graham  spoke  against  the  article  stat- 
ing we  already  had  a  rec.  dept.  Norman  Head  asked  if  there  was 
anyone  here  to  speak  to  the  article.  No  one  came  forward  and 
Head  stated  that  if  not,  he  felt  we  shouldn't  consider  it.  No  fur- 
ther discussion.  Vote  was  taken  on  the  article  =  FAILED. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,348.00  to  help  defray  the  costs  of  Service  Delivery 
of  the  Mt.  Washington  Valley  Chapter  of  the  American  Red 
Cross.  Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by  Terry  Butler  and  others. 
Chandler  opposes  -  not  a  proper  use  of  town  funds  for  national 
organizations /Garland  favors /Shedd  opposes.  Motion  was 
made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  article  as  read.  No  one  spoke 
for  the  article  and  no  discussion.  Vote  was  taken  =  FAILED. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $4,769.00  to  support  Bartlett  home  delivered 
meals  (Meals  on  Wheels),  congregate  meals,  transportation, 
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and  program  services  provided  by  the  Gibson  Center  for  Senior 
Services,  Inc.  Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by  Yvonne  Kinsman 
and  others.  Selectmen  favor.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
accept  the  article  as  read.  No  one  spoke  to  the  article  and  no 
discussion.  Vote  was  taken  on  the  article  =  PASSED  ($4,769). 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $7,940.00  for  the  White  Mt.  Community  Health 
Center.  Agreeable  to  petition  signed  by  Vicki  Varrichione  and 
others.  Selectmen  favor.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
accept  the  article  as  read.  Vicki  Varrichione  spoke  to  the  article 
reminding  people  that  this  organization  was  the  result  of  the 
merger  of  Children's  Health  Center  and  Family  Health  Center 
and  it  has  resulted  in  the  reduction  in  the  amount  of  funding 
requested.  Richard  Chrenko  stated  he  is  in  favor  of  the  article 
but  what  do  they  do.  Varrichionne  responded  that  it  offers 
affordable  health  care  to  men,  women  and  children  based  on 
their  ability  to  pay.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $2,326.00  for  the  Visiting  Nurse  and  Hospice 
Care  Services  of  Northern  Carroll  County,  Inc.  Agreeable  to  a 
petition  signed  by  Doris  Kirk  and  others.  Selectmen  favor  the 
request  of  the  agency  to  withdraw  their  request  for  money. 
Motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Chandler,  seconded  by 
Selectman  Garland,  to  pass  over  this  article.  Chandler  stated 
that  while  we  did  receive  a  petition  for  this,  they  then  sent  us  a 
letter  stating  that  they  would  not  need  this  funding  and  with- 
drew their  request,  and  they  should  be  applauded  for  this.  Vote 
was  taken  =  ARTICLE  WAS  PASSED  OVER. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  the  Early  Support  and  Services 
Program  (birth  to  3  yrs.)  of  Children  Unlimited,  Inc.  Agreeable 
to  a  petition  signed  by  Kimberly  K.  Perley  and  others. 
Selectmen  favor.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the 
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article  as  read.     Vote  was  taken  on  the  article  =  PASSED 
($2,000). 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $1,000.00  in  support  of  Starting  Point  providing 
crisis  services  to  the  victims  of  domestic  and  sexual  violence 
and  their  children.  Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by  Karen 
Hebert  and  others.  Selectmen  favor.  Motion  was  made  and  sec- 
onded to  accept  the  article  as  read.  Karen  Hebert  spoke  to  the 
article  stating  that  they  appreciated  the  town's  support  in  the 
past.  No  discussion.  Vote  was  taken  on  the  article  =  PASSED 
($1,000). 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  deed  for 
5/ 10  of  a  mile  of  Birch  Ledge  Road  and  the  1  / 10  of  a  mile  that  is 
Laurel  Ledge  Road.  The  section  of  Birch  Ledge  Road  begins  at 
the  intersection  of  South  Ledge  Road  and  continues  5/10  of  a 
mile  to  where  it  intersects  Laurel  Ledge  Road.  Laurel  Ledge 
Road  begins  at  the  intersection  of  Birch  Ledge  Road  and  runs 
1  / 10  of  a  mile  to  a  hammerhead.  Final  acceptance  is  subject  to 
verification  by  the  Selectmen  that  all  construction  and  surfac- 
ing has  been  completed  to  current  town  standards.  Agreeable  to 
a  petition  signed  by  Barbara  Hanson  and  others.  Selectmen 
favor.  Norman  Head  made  the  motion  to  waive  the  reading  of 
the  article,  and  it  was  seconded.  Vote  =  passed.  Moderator  Clark 
pointed  out  that  the  plan  for  the  road  was  posted  on  the  wall. 
No  discussion.  Vote  was  taken  on  the  article  =  PASSED. 

Article  30.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
accept  the  article  as  read.  Selectman  Chandler  asked  new  Police 
Chief  Connifey  to  come  forward  and  introduced  him  to  the 
crowd.  No  further  discussion. 

Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adjourn.  Vote  was  taken  = 
ADJOURNED  at  8:00  PM.

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TOWN  OF  BARTLETT  REGULATIONS 

The  Town  of  Bartlett  Officials  closely  monitor  compliance 
with  the  following  ordinances,  regulations,  and  by-laws.  This 
list  is  provided  to  make  people  aware  that  these  regulations 
exist  and  a  summary  of  each  regulation  appears  here.  Complete 
descriptions  may  be  obtained  from  the  Selectmen's  Office  and 
any  questions  should  be  directed  to  that  office. 
************* 

WINTER  PARKING  ORDINANCE:  prohibits  parking  on  town 
streets  between  Nov.  1  and  May  1  (24  hours  a  day).  Violation  = 
fine  of  up  to  $50.00  plus  towing  charges. 

SNOW  PLOWING  REGULATION:  prohibits  the  plowing  of  snow 
into  or  across  any  town  road. 

EXCAVATION  PERMIT  REGULATION:  requires  permits  to  be 
acquired  24  hours  prior  to  excavation  in  a  town  road.  Violation 
-fine  of  $100.00. 

ILLEGAL  DUMPING  ORDINANCE:  prohibits  dumping  and  lit- 
tering at  other  than  in  authorized  areas  at  the  Transfer  Station. 
Violation  -  fine  of  $100.00. 

ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGE  ORDINANCE:  prohibits  drinking  of 
alcoholic  beverages  in  public  places.  Violation  -  fine  of  $25.00. 

TEST  PIT  INSPECTION  ORDINANCE:  requires  inspection  of 
pits  prior  to  application  for  State  septic  design  approval.  Fee  of 
$20.00  per  pit  dug. 

SEPTIC  SYSTEM  DESIGN  AND  CONSTRUCTION  ORDINANCE: 
governs  the  design  and  construction  of  septic  systems  and 
requires  all  septic  system  designs,  prior  to  submission  to  the 
State,  to  be  reviewed  by  the  Selectmen's  Office.  Fee  of  $50.00 
per  design. 

BUILDING  PERMIT  ORDINANCE:  required  for  construction  of 
signs,  structures,  changes  of  use,  etc.  which  would  affect  prop- 
erty value  and/or  to  which  zoning  requirements  apply. 
Violation  =  fine  up  to  $100 /day.  The  following  is  the  new  fee 
schedule  effective  as  of  2003: 

HOUSE/CONDO  UNIT  $  25.00 

GARAGE  15.00 

DECK,  ADDITIONS,  SHEDS,  &  SIGNS      10.00 
CHANGE  OF  USE  20.00 
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MAJOR  COMMERCIAL  100.00 

MINOR  COMMERCIAL  50.00 

RENEWALS,  MISC.  &  OTHERS  10.00 

PERMIT  TO  OCCUPY  ORDINANCE:  required  prior  to  occupan- 
cy of  any  construction  that  is  intended  for  habitation  or  for 
which  a  septic  system  is  required.  Violation  =  fine  of  up  to  $100 
and /or  $10/ day  each  day  of  violation. 

ZONING  ORDINANCE:  addresses  the  regulation  of  such  items 
as  signs,  setbacks,  density,  green  areas,  frontage,  permitted 
uses,  telecommunications,  ridgeline  development,  etc. 

FLOODPLAIN  ORDINANCE:  governs  activity  in  the  floodplain. 

GRAVEL  PIT  ORDINANCE:  governs  excavation  of  gravel  pits. 

DOG  LEASH  BY-LAW:  requires  that  all  dogs  be  restrained  by 
leash  or  under  direct  control  of  owner.  Violation  -  fine  of  up  to 
$100  plus  board  reimbursement. 

SPECIAL  EVENTS  ORDINANCE:  regulates  the  conduct  of  spe- 
cial events.  Violation  =  fine  of  up  to  $300. 

ELECTIONEERING  ORDINANCE:  eliminates  all  electioneering 
or  signature  gathering  on  Town  or  School  owned  property  at 
any  meetings  or  elections  held  within  the  Town  of  Bartlett.
